NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—New terms for a 
settlement of steel strike were submittec 
yesterday afternoon over the long-distance 
telephone from the offices of President 

* Charles M. Schwab of Steel Trust to Presi- 
dent Shaffer of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion at Pittsburg and the latter rejected 
them. Further efforts will be made today) 
to bring about a settlement of the strike. 

For over an hour Mr. Gompers and Mr. 
Mitchell took turns at the telephone in Mr. 
Schwab's office talking to President Schal- 
fer. They aimost begged him to accept the 
terms. They pointed out that if he failed 
to accept the great organization would al- 
most surely be wiped out and the position 
of organized labor throughout the country 
be placed in jeopirdy. 

As a final appeal to President 
he was told that the men on sirike in 
tin plate, wire and steel hoop mills of Sicei 

* Trust had decided to go back to work on 
Friday, whether an agreement had been 
reached between the Amalgamated and the 
Trust or not. 

To all of these appeals President Shaffer 
returned a fiat refusal. He suomiiieu a 
counter proposition for ending the strike, 
but asked for more than President Schwab 
was willl to grant.

Chenges Wrought 
by the Telegraph. 


We reached Gen. Miles in Porto Rico by 


cable and he was able, through the mili- 
tary telegraph, to stop his army on the 
firing line with the message that the 
United States and Spain had signed a pro- 
tocol suspending hostilities. We knew al- 
most instantly of the first shots fired at 
Santiago; and the subsequent surrender 
of the Spanish forces was known at Wash- 
ington within less than an hour of its 
consummation. The first ship of Cervera’s 
fleet had hardly emerged from that his- 
toric harbor when the fact was flashed to 
our capital and the swift destruction that 
followed was announced immediately 
through the wonderful medium of tele- 
graphs. So accustomed are we to safe and 
easy communication with distant lands, 
that its temporary interruption, even in 
ordinary times, results in loss and incon- 
venience. 

We shall never forget the days of anxious 
waiting and awful suspense when no in- 
formation was permitted to be sent from 
Pekin, and the diplomatic repre- 
Sentatives of the nations in China cut 
off from all communication inside and out- 
side of the walled capital, were surrounded 
by an angry and misguided mob that 
threatened their lives, nor the joy that 
thrilled the world when a single message 
from the government of the United States 
brought through our minister the first news 
of the safety of the besieged diplomats. 

At the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury there was not a mile of steam railroad 
on the globe. Now there are enough miles 
to make its circuit many times. Then there 
was not a line of electric telegraph; now 
we have a vast mileage traversing all lands 
and all seas. God and man have linked the 
nations together. No nation can longer be 
indifferent to any other. And as we are 
brought more and more in touch with each 
other the less occasion is there for misun- 
derstandings and the stronger the disposi- 
tion, when we have differences, to adjust 
them in the court of arbitration, which is 
the noblest forum for the settlement of 
international disputes.

By sensible trade arrangements which 


will not interrupt our home production we

A system which provides a mutual ex- 
change of commodities is manifestly es- 
sential to the continued healthful growth 
of our export trade. We must not repose in 
fancied security that we can forever sell 
everything and buy little or nothing. If 
such a thing were possible {t would not be 
hest for us or for those with whom we deal. 
Ve should take from our customers such of 
their products as we can use without harm 
to our Industries and labor. Reciprocity is 
the natural outgrowth of our wonderful in- 
dustrial development under the domestic 
Rowe? now firmly established. What we 
p otuce beyond our democratic consumption 
must have a vent abroad. The excess must 
he relieved through a foreign outlet and 
we should sell everywhere we can, and buy 
wherever the buying will enlarge our sales 
and productions, and thereby make a great- 
er demand for home labor. 

Expansion Is the 
Pressing Problem. 

The period of exclusiveness is past. The 
expansion of our trade and commerce is 
the pressing problem. Commercial wars 
are unprofitable. A policy of good will and 
friendly trade relations will prevent repri- 
sals. Reciprocity treaties are in harmony 
with the epirit of the times; measures of 
retaliation are not. 

If perchance some of our tariffs are no 
longer needed for revenue or to encourage 
and protect our industries at home, why 
should they not be employed to extend and 
promote our markets abroad? Then, too, 
we have inadequate steamship service. 
New lines of steamers have already been 
put in commission between the Pacific 
coast ports of the United States and those 
on the western coasts of Mexico and Cen- 
tral and South America. These should be 
followed up with direct steamship lines be- 
tween the eastern coast of the United 
States and South American ports. One of 
the needs of the times is direct commer- 
cial lines from our vast ficlds of produc- 
tion to the fields of consumption that we 


have but barely touched. Next in advan- 
tage to having the thing to sell is to have 
the convenience to carry it to the buyer. 
We must encourage our merchant marine. 
We must have more ships. They: must be 
under the American flag, built and manned 
and owned by Americans. Those will not 
only be profitable in a commercial sense; 
they will be messengers of peace and am- 
itv wherever they go. We must build the 
Isthmian Canal, which will unite the two 
oceans and give a straight line of water 
communication with the western coasts of 
Central and South America and Mexico. 
The construction of a Pacific cable cannot 
be longer postponed. 

In furtherance of these objects of na- 
tional interest and concern you are per- 
forming an important part. This exposti- 
tion would have touched the heart of that 
American statesman whose mind was ever 
alert anc thought ever constant for a \ar- 
ger commerce and a truer fraternity of the 
republics of the new world. His broad 
American spirit is felt and manifested 
here. He needs no identification to ap as- 
semblage of Americans anywhere, for the 
name of this man is inseparably associat- 
ed with the Pan-American movement 
which finds this practical and substantial 
expression, and which we ali hope will 
firmly advanced by the Pan-American 
congress that assembles this autumn in 
the capital of Mexico. The good work

Probable acreage of wheat—The excellent 
wheat crop for this year and the failure of 
other crops will result in a large increase 
in the acreage of wheat, our reports indl- 
cating a probable acreage of 124. compared 
with 1900, and this may be considerably in- 
creased yet, if it raine by Sept. 20, so the 
sround can be put in order. We would 
caution the farmers against sowing wheat 
on poor and unfertilized land, or in a slip- 
shot manner. Experience has shown in 
many instances that the insect pests, and 
especially the chinch bug from a field of 
wheat, will do a great deal more damag 
to the corn crop than what the wheat I! 
worth. It is better to plow the land in July 
or the first half of August, but if wheat is 
sown upon land that is .o be plowed now 
or later on, extra work should be put on the 
ground by disc harrowing, and rolling until] 
a good sod bed is formed, Then if the wheat 
is not sown on strong land, or land upon 
which a crop of clover or cow peas has 
been grown, we would recommend a liberal 
use of barnyard manure, or a commercial 
fertilizer suited: to the special qvality of 
the land. If the difference in the crop 
of wheat will only pay for the fertilizer 
used, the saving of the corn crop from the 
ravages of the chinch bug. will make a 
handsome profit. Chinch bugs do not ac- 
cumulate rapidly in a heavy growth of any 
crop.

In the yard was a wagon 
peaches, melons, corn and other ‘farm 
preducts, reaay to be brought to market 
in St. Louis. Friedmeyer says that he 
saw the wagon moving out of the yard 
with a strange man on the seat. He called 
to the man to halt, but, Instead of doing 
this, the wagon moved faster.

| Hardy decided that he was so badly injured 
that he should be sent to the City Huva- 
pital. it was 9 o’clock this morning before 
Burke was examined and sent to ward 15, 
where the work of digging the shot from 
his back was begun.

OBJECT OF RECENT MANEUVERS 


DREAM OF FRANCE 
MAY BE A 


Military Experts Plan In- 
vasion of England. 


SHOWING HOW TROOPS CAN BE 
LANDED ON BRITISH SOIL. 


A Former Minister of Marine, Who Is 
Now a Rear Admiral, Says the 
Movement Is a Matter ofa 
Single Moonless Night. 


PARIS, Sept. 5.—The results of the au- 
tumn maneuvers just finished tn the west 
of France proved that an invasion of En- 
gland by French troops is not only entirely 
practicable but easy. At least this is the 
opinion of Lieutenant-Colonel Delaunay, 
whose name is signed to an article on this 
subject which will appear tomorrow in Vie 
Illustree. Lieutenant-Colonel Delaunay, 
whose has followed personally every move 
in the maneuvers, consisting of the em- 
barking, transportation and disembarking 


of troops, says: 

“It is but childish to deny that the ob- 
ject of these operations was to show our 
neighbors that the possibility of a conflict 
with them its always present and ever in 
the minds of the army, which is taking 
measures to effect an invasion, should 
such an eventuality arise. ef 

‘Napoleon was doomed to failure when 
he planned an Invasion because steam was 
not yet invented; otherwise he would have 


been able to penetrate the net-of the Brit- 
ish ships and land troops at several! diiter- 
ent points. We now possess steam. More- 
over, the French fleet ‘is fully able to en- 
gage the attention of the entire British 
fleet in se of a battle in the channel, 
during which nothing would be more sim- 
ple than the disembarkation of French 
troops by a series of well-guarded trans- 
ports. Once on British soil, the troops could 
forage for food supplies and therefore 
would not be burdened with a porare 
sariat.”’ 

A former minister of Marine, who Is now 
a rear-admiral in the French navy, when 
he was shown Lieutenant-Colonel Delau- 
nay’s article this morning by the corre- 
spondent of The Daily News, said that he 
agreed with it perfectly. 

“Every officer in the French navy,” de- 
clared he, “is fully convinced that an in- 
vasion is practicable in spite of the jeers 
of the English, w*o are lulled by a sense 
of false security. ‘Che landing of our troops 
on the English coast is a matter of a single 
noonless night.’’

Remarkable Operation — on 
Joseph Lennon. 


ALMOST TOTALLY PARALYZED 


THREE OF THE DORSAL VERB- 
TABRAE WERE BADLY CRUSHED. 


These Were Removed, a Silver Tube 
Substituted and He Is Now Pro- 
nounced Cured and Soon 
Will Go to Work. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Joseph Lennon of 
Manhattan has been discharged as cured 
of a broken wack at the Jamaica Hospital. 
He is new regaining his strength at Ram- 
blersville, on Jamaica Bay, where he is 
the guest of J. T. Tremble. Physicians 
think the cure of Lennon extraordinary 
and the Jamaica Hospital staff is receiving 
congratulations. 

Lennon has been a patient at the hos- 
pital for the last year. In August, 1900, 
he met with an accident at Glendale, L. I.. 
which cracked three of his vertebrae. He 
wag paralyzed from his breast down. 

When Lennon vas taken to Jamaica Hos.- 
pital he remained unconscious for several! 
days and physicians despaired of his re- 
covery. ; 

Early in October last the house surgeon 
decided that there was a slight chance of 
Lennon's recoyery. It was decided after 
a consultation that he should be operated 
upon. He was told that the experiment 
might result in death, but he gave his con- 
sent. 

Dr. H. K. Noble was selected to perform 
the operation. It consisted of removing 
the broken dorsal vertebrae and Inserting 
a siMmll silver tube to aid in supporting 
the patient's back. Dr. Noble had never 
performed the operation before and took 
the utmost precaution to insure success. A 
dissecting room subject was first put un- 
der the knife and a map was made of 
every nerve and muscle encountered. With 
this map as a guide Dr. Noble was ready 
to undertake the operation upon the living 
man. 

Slowly the fractured bones were removed 
bit by bit. The work was exceedingly dan- 
zerous, and s0 much precaution was neces- 
sary that it took five hours to remove all 
the fractured bones. 

A silver brace was then Inserted and the 
incision was sewed up. Before Lennon was 
revived a plaster cast was put upon his 
back to hela support him. 

Lennon withstood the operation well and 
rallied quickly. In a few weeks the plaster 
cast was removed. Lennon, however, was 
still paralyzcd from the hips down. 

Physicians examined him daily, but 
there was no sign of rains animation 
in the Icgs. Last January a physician ac- 
cideutally laid a scissors against Lennon's 
leg. and the patient exclaimed: ‘That's 
cold, doctor!” 

This showed the physicians that the pa- 
tiert was responding to treatment, and 
they redoubled their _ efforts. Lenn) 
startled the nurses in his ward early last 
spring by getting out of his cot and stand- 
ing by the side of it. After that Lennon 
was permitted to get up and stand by his 
cot daily. 

A few weeks later he was able to walk 
a little and recently he was discharged as 
cur : 

Lennon can walk short distances now un- 
assisted and spends much of his time sail- 
and fishing in Jamaica bay.

Terrible Story Told by Ab- 
ducted Cigar Makers. 


KIDNAPED FROM THEIR HOMES 


THEY WERE TAKEN ON SCHOONER 
TO A BARREN ISLAND. 


The Thirteen, Left With Scant Pro- 
visions, Escaped to Honduras and 
Have Returned to Florida to 
Seek Reparation. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Sept. 5.—The 13 ab- 
ducted leaders of the striking cigar-makers 
of Tampa, Fla., have returned from exile. 
The men who composed the central com- 
mittee of Resistencia Union of Tampa ar- 
rived here on a small fruit schooner, the 
yertrude, of this port. Marooned on a bar- 
ren, uninhabited isle off the coast of Hon- 


duras, they had, by an unexpected turn of 
fortune, escaped death from exposure and 
Starvation and made their way to civiliza- 
tion and safety. 

They believe it was the intention of their 
captors that they should never return from 
exile. The authorities of Washington have 
instructed the United States District At- 
torney at Jacksonville, Fla., to make an 
investigation of the matter. Sworn deposi- 
tions of the men taken before Federal of- 
ficers have been mailed to Washington. 
The party consisted of six Spaniards, six 
Cubans and one Englishman. The Cubans 
and the Englishman, however, are natural- 
ized American citizens. The men, whose 
names are Francisco Rodriguez, Ramon 
Pignero, Luis Barcia, Reino Prieto, Jase 
Fugeo, Pedro Carellas, Estranislau Lansa, 
Eustacio Valdez, Badilio Parronda, Jose 
Belen Valdez, Crecencio Gonzales and 
Charles Kelly, all bear evidence of the 
hardships encountered during their forced 
exile and present a pitiful appearance. The 
Stories they tell are substantially the same, 

Luis Barcia, who was taken at midnight 
from the bedside of his wife, whose ac- 
couchement had taken place three days be- 
fore and whose death has since been re- 
tokyo as a result of the shock incident to 
er husband's disappearance, says he was 
forced into a closed carriage and taken to 
the railroad station, where he was put into 
an electric car, of which the lights were 
out, the current having been shut off. 

Eight of his comrades, who had been sim- 
larly captured, were put, with himself, 
into the rear compartment of the car and 
taken to Ballast Point, a few miles west 
of Tampa, on Hillsborough Bay. Four other 
members of Resistencia Union had pre- 
viously been taken through the woods In a 
wagon to the same place, where a tug, with 
steam up, awaited them. 

Several of the guards on the car, the 
men say, were prominent citizens of Tam- 
pa and well known to them. 

After a brief conference at Ballast Point 
the 13 men were dragged aboard the tug 


and the start was made amid derisive fare-* 


wells from the abductors on the dock. 

_The tug headed for the schooner Marte 
Cooper, which was riding at anchor in the 
stream with all sails set. The men were 
transferred to the schooner under a ef 
quaré.
